The Barber 
reply'd, I muſt follow your Maſter's

and aslam hir'd to cure you, 1 will do 
my Duty. The Lad vow'd and ſwore 
he had no Pox, that his Maſter liv'd' in 
'St. Paul's Church-yard, and ſent him 
with the Gentleman he had ſhav'd, for 
Money for his Cloth. All this would 
* not ſerve the Barber's turn, but he muſt 
be true to his Truſt, and will ſearch, 
ſo that the Diſpute ended in ſome Cuffs 
betwixt *em; butin the end, the Bar- 
ber being too hard for his Patient, forc'd 
down his Breeches, and ſearch'd him, 
whom he found to be as clear and ſound 
as any Creature could he. The Barher 
ſatisfy'd himſelf thatWe had done his 
Part; but the poor Lad much troubled 
for this Abuſe, goes home to his Maſter, 
tells him the whole Story, how that in- 
ſtead of Money, he had a good threſhing 
bout, and a long Encounter,with a Bar- 
ber, who ſearch'd him for the Pox ; but 
the Maſter not knowing how to help 
himſelf, could not chooſe but ſmile at 
the Paſſage, and contentedly ſat himſelf 
down with his Loſs. . 

Beſides committing all theſe noto- 
rious Cheats, Major Clancy was a very 
grrat Sharper at moſt Games, in which 
- 4cc are us'd, and to this end he never 
went 
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went without Fullums in his Pocket. 


The high ones would run 4, 5, ands; 


the low Fullums 1, 2, and 3, by drilling 
the Holes, loading them with Quickſil- 
ver, and ſtopping the Holes with Pitch, 
or elſe he would file the Corners of *em 
4 little, and make %em run what Num- 
ber he pleas'd; ſo were they very uſeful 
either at Tables or Hazard, for taking of 
Points, entering, Or throwing a Main. 
But if he had none of theſe artificial 
Helps about him, why. then his Hand- 
ſupply'd thoſe Wants by Palming the 
Die ; that is, having the Box in his 
Hand, he nimbly takes up both the Dice 
as they are thrown, within the Hollow 
of his Hand, and puts but one into the 
Box, reſerving the other in the Palm, 
and obſerving with a quick Eye what 
ſide was upward, he accordingly con- 
forms the next Throw to his Purpoſe, 
by delivering that in the Box and the 
other in his Hand ſmoothly together. 
He ſometimes us'd Topprng; which is, 
by pretending to put both Dice into the 
Box, but ſtill holding one of *em betwixt 
his Fingers, which he would turn to his 
Advantage. He was not ignorant in 
Knapping,whichis, ſtriking one Die dead, 
| C 2 and 
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and let the other run a Milftone, as the 
Gameſter's Phraſe is, either at Tables or 
Hazard. And he was very dexterous 
at Slurring, which 1s, throwing the Dice 
ſo ſmoothly on a Table, that they turn 
not; for which, the ſmootheſt Part of 
the Table muſt be choſe; and ſome 
are ſo expert at this, that they'll flur a 
Die a Yard 1n length without turning. 
Major Clancy in leſs than two Years had 
won 6500 Pounds at Gaming, but at* 
laſt his long continu'd baſe Praftices 
*had brought him to that paſs, that few 
-Or none would come near him. as dread- 
ing his having ſome ill Deſign upon 
them ; whereby he was neceſſitated to 
play at ſmall Games, rather than ſtand 
out : For debauching a-Servant-Wench 
where he lode'd, at a Barber's Houſe in 
Kingſtreet in Weſtminſter, and afterwards 
perſuading her to rob her Maſter, which 
fhedid of 100 broad Pieces of: Gold, and 
30 Pounds 1n Silver, he was committed 
to Newgate, and hang'd at Tyburn, in 
1666, aged.39 Years. |

Sir JoHN JOHNSON, 4 Gameſter... 


HIS unfortunate Gentleman was * 

| born at Kickcaldy in Fyfeſhire in 
Scotland, and going into the Army when 
very young, to raiſe his Fortune, which - 
was much diminiſt'd by his Father's too 
generous way of living, the Regiment 
to which he belong'd being at the Siege 
of Maeſtricht, commanded by the Duke 
of Monmouth, the Valour and Courage 
which he there exerted againſt the E- 
nemy advanc'd him to the Dignity of 
3 Captain ; however, his Virtue being 
not equivalent to his martial Proweſs, . 
he raviſh'd a young Woman at Urrerche 
in Holland; and committed, when he 
came into England, another Rape at Che- 
fter, for which he had been call'd to an 
Account, if he had not had good Friends - 
to have made up the matter, without ' 
coming under the Cenfure of the. Law: 
Sir Fobn Fohnſon's extravagant way of 


living keeping him poor, inſomnch that 


he could ſcarce ſubſiſt on his ſmall Eſtate 
of about $0 Pounds per Ammum, and his 
Captain's Commiſſion; - he: was often 
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upon the Product of bettering his low 
Circumſtances by Marriage ; but tho' he 
was deſcended of a very good Family, 
yet having not wherewith to turn over 
for a Joynture to a Wife that could 
bring him a great Portion, rich People 
were not willing to beſtow their Daugh- 
. ters on one that had nothing : Thus 
being unſucceſsful in his Amours for 
want of Money, it was his Reſolution, 
when he was once in Jreland, to ſteal a 
Fortnne, which was one Mr. Magrath's 
Daughter at Exnz 1n the County of Clare, 
worth above 10000 Pounds at the Death 
of her Father. The Gentleman having 
a great ReſpeCt for Sir Fohr, whoſe Con- 
verfation was very taking 1n Company, 
he often invited him to Dinner to his 
Houſe, where privately addreſling him- 
felf to his Daughter, ſhe in a modeſt 
way made ſuitable Returns to his paſlio- 
nate Expreſſions, which gave him a per- 
fect Allurance that ſhe was really in Love 
with him. Her Father at laſt having 
ſome hints given him of their Courtſhip, 
took au Opportunity one Day of exami- 
ning his Daughter, with a ſtrick Charge 
' not. to conceal any part of the Truth 
from him: To which ſhe ſaid, that ſhe 

| would 
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would ſooner hazard her being for ever 
unhappy, than once diſpleaſe him, and- 
that ſhe never intended to diſpoſe of 
herſelf without his Knowledge and 
Conſent. However, the young Gen- 
tlewoman's Father not believing her, 
\ he kept. her for the future- under Lock 
and Key, and was as watchful over her 
as Argos over Fo. Now ſhe look d* up- 
on herſelf as the moſt miſerable. apd 
moſt unfortunate Creature 11 the 
World, to be confin'd from the fight 
of Sir Fohn, whom ſhe lov'd even to' 
Diſtraction ; but at laſt ſhe writes a 
Letter to let him know how unquiet” 
her Life is, and that if he would come ' 
to ſuch a place, at ſuch an hour, on ſuch 
aday-1n the Evening, ſhe would be rea- 
dy to meet him, by ſome Contrivance- 
of privately breaking ont of her Pri- 
ſon. This I etter ſhe gave to a Cozen, 
with Promiſes of a large Reward for 
her. Care in delivering it : The Cozen 
thinking to curry Favour with her Un- 
cle, delivers it not- where ſhe was. di- 
rected, but to Mr. Magrath, who read 
it over and over; and ſo believing he 
could make ſome uſe of it, looks np- 
1 the, Superſcription as if he had read 
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it in miſtake, and tells her. This Letter 
iS 10t for me, go and deliver it to him 
it 18 directed to; whereupon ſhe goes to 
- Sir Foon's Lodgings, about a Mile out 
of Town, and gave him the Letter, 
which he receiv'd with a great deal of 
Joy and Satisfaction, and writing an 
ob diſpatches the Meſſenger : 
Next he prepar'd for the day and hour 
awoiited ; nor was he more diligent 
and careful in his Preparation for this 
Meeting than Mr. AMagrath, ſo that 
when Sir Foh» was come to the place, 
expeding his Miſtreſs there, he meets 
a Company of Clubbatiers, who lay in 
Ambuſh to wait his being on: Foot. No 
ſooner did he alight but they Taid hold 
on him, and where he expeRted raviſh- 
.Ing Embraces and ſweet: Kiſſes, they] 
' pay'd him with Buffets and Crab-trec 
Sticks, making him in ſuch a pickle, as 
never was any poor Knight in the like 
fad Condition. They carry him to Mr, 
 Magrath's Houſe, who believ'd himſelf 
ſure of this Booty, and therefore pre- 
par'd to receive him, not as heretofore 
witha good Dinner, but with a pair of 
Stocks, which he had ptaced in his 
common Hall, purpoſely to be in the 
ſight 


his Head broken ;z, but the ſight was fo 
diſpleaſing to Mr. Magrath's Wife, that 
ſhe defir'd her Husband to mitigate part 
of this Rigour, or rather Tyranny ; for 


her part ſhe was not able to endure to 


ſeea Gentleman thus us'd like a Beaſt 
in her Houſe, and that he might find 
other means to prevent the Harm he 


apprehended, without enfringing the. 


Laws and Rules of Gentility: Theſe 


Words did in ſome meaſure mollifhe' 
the unreaſonableneſs of Mr. Magrath's 


Paſſion, fo that he turn'd towards Sir 
7ohn, and told him how much it was a- 
gainſt his Inclination to uſe any Gentle- 
man thus; and that if he wouid paſs 
his Parole never to proceed farther in 
this matter, nor give him any farther 


trouble in it, he was ready to reſtore - 


him firſt his Liberty, and then his 
Horſe and Piſtols, and all that had been 
taken from him. Quoth Sir Fohn, Mr. 
Magrath, It ſhould feem, altho'* you are 
a very knowing Man, you never read of 
the Knight of the Sun, or 'of his Brother 
Roſs Clear, or of i or any of the

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fight of all, both Men and Women. 
Here Sir Fohn ſat with his Legs thro?, 
his Cloths torn, his Face bruis'd, and 
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famous and brave Men at Arms, how

-meaſure have conſider'd me, who of my 
Felf can conſider nothing in compariſon 
to my Miſtreſs; for when I remember 
or call to mind that what I ſufteror en- 
dure, is for her, it ſweetens all my Suft- 
ferings. I muſt confeſs, Liberty is a 
very pleaſing Thing, eſpecially after 
ſuch Hardſhips as have been put upon 
| me, and what I ſhould covet and court. 
Was it to be purchaſed either by La-

ta ſich a caſe; bue to relinquiſh my 
Pretence to my Miſtrefs, as if I would

the Power of the whole World to make 

me doit. Let theſe Fellows and you, 

whole Priſoner I now am, inflict what 
Puniſhment you pleaſe, it fhall never be 

of force ſufficient to divorce me from | 

your Daughter's Service. This Speech 
wrought ſo upon Mr. Magrath's. Wite,

'Thisprov'd 
A very profitable Trade the firſt Year, 
and brought him a good Revenue. To 
keep.up his Credit, as Money came in, 
he paid off moſt of his Debts, always 
keeping to the fame Rule which T hare 
been told they follow at the Navy ; the 
ſmall Ships firſt. Mr. Bonrchier was ve- 
Ty induſtrious, and pick'd up new Bub- 
bles every Day, -inſomuch that he was 
in ſhort time worth between two and

Yes, 
(reply'd the Winner) your Lordſhip muſt - 
have ſome Knowledge of me, for my Name 
i Dick Bourchier,who was once your Foot- 
mn. Whereupon his Lordſhip ſuppo=- 
ing he was not in a Capacity of paying 
ſoo Pounds in caſe he had loſt, cry'd out, 
A Bite, a Bite.

perd in Mind, that in his Wife's Ab- 
ſence, he cut the Throats of his Three.

his Wife's Return, ſhe ſeeing ſo dif- 
mal a Spectacle, gave a fearful. Shrek; 
and fell down dead ;. upon. which the:

Man, who 
was according to his Demerit adjudg'd 
to be. broke on.the Wheel, which moſt 
tormenting Death he accordingly ſuf- 
fer'd. But for a farther unqueſtions 
ble Teſtimony of the Miſchiefs that

of Buckingham and Ormond, the Viſcount 
Bolingbroke, and other great Perſonages 
among whom he deſfervedly receiv'd ſe- 
veral Wounds, and was ſent under a 
ſtrong Guard to Newgate, on Thurſday 
the 8th of March, 1722, being the An- 
niverſary of Her Majeſty's happy Ac- 
ceſlhon to the Throne. | 
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When he was inthe Proſe-yard, le Was 


of ſuch an obſtinate Temper, that- the 


Surgeons were oblig'd to dreſs his 


Wounds by meer Force ; and ſeveral 
Perſons of Quality went to examine 


him under, his Confinement about his 
treafonable Practices, but could -extort 
no Confeſſton out of him. He hadon? 
Wound in his Back, which not diſcove- 
T1ng to thoſe appointed to cure him, it 
feſter'd and gangreewd to that degree 
before they found it out; that when they 
launc'd it, above a pint of Corruption 
iſſued from thence, which was the cauſe 
of his Death, about 3 of the Clock in the 
Morning, on Saturday the 17th of March 
following ; which violent End he at- 
tempted to have brought npon himſelf 
ſooner, by pulling the Tents ont of his 
Wounds, which was prevented' for the 
fature by tying down his Hands. He 
was moſt ignominiouſly bury'd late at 
Night in the Church-yard of Chrif- 
Church in Newgate-ſtreet in London, unla- 
mented by all, bat ſuch who were of as 
baſe Principles as himſelf.
